In an alternative plan the eity 
would pay the PG&E Co, $9,734, 


which would include the poles, 
installation, maintenance and 
lighting costs on an annual basis. 

Councilman Jerome Blank 


questioned the priority of the pro- 
ject, however that the 
need for better lighting was un- 
questionable. He suggested a 
long-range integrated plan . for 
public works improvement. 

“You simply do not sign up 
for $9,000 a year for the next 50 
years without tying it into a well- 
rounded project”, he said. Coun- 
cilman Lewis M. Howell suggest- 
ed San Pablo merchants join-in 
a city-sponsored study of the fi- 
nancial aspects of the proposal. 
The lighting proposal is to be 
again taken up at the council 
meeting on November 21.
